NEW WATER BILL OFFERED 


Lineberger Measure Would Insure Adequate Supply 


. for Los Angeles Area's Future Five Millions 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—To insure an adequate supply of water 
for the 6,000,000 people who will soon occupy the city of Los Angeles 
and the surrounding country from Redlands to the sea Congressman 
Lineberger today introduced a new bill appropriating 1500 cubic second 
feet of Colorado River water for counties and municipalities. He has 
asked that the measure be referred to the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee but does not expect this Congress to pass the measure for lack 
In order, however, to expedite matters in the nezt Congress 
he plans to have the Board of River and Harbor Engineers make a 
preliminary examination and report on the Colorado River water supply 
eo that his bill of today may be speeded up in the next session. To 
that end he has offered an amendment to be put in by the Senate into 
this year’s river and harbor bili authorizing this first preliminary survey. 
other purposes as may be — 
found practicable and desirable in 
order to secure the most econom-

TRAINS COLLIDE 

The first train, a seven-car “L” 
train, bound southward, was pull- 
ing out of the Two Hundred and 
Nineteenth-street station, picking 
up speed. 
moved the second train, a five-car 
“shuttle.” In full view of the pas- 
sengere on the platform a third 
train, traveling at high speed from 
the sharp incline of the rails to the 
north, suddenly roared out of the 
fog and jammed train No. 2. 

High above the street, the two 
rear trains, telescoped, rammed the 
leading train of seven cars.

Tipton had vanished. 
Tipton, who is the uncle of 


Mrs. W. Stanton Brown. Camp's 
foster-mother and benficiary of 
his $120,000 worth of insurance, 
is the man who is said to have 
found Camp dying at the foot of 
the tall tank house from’ which 
he is supposed to have fallen on 
the Brown ranch last December 
14. Tipton departed from 
ford a few hours after Camp's 
death and came to San Francisco. 
Kane came to this city today 
to find and question Tipton and 
learned that he was employed in 
San Francisco, Evan W. Jones, 
Tipton’s employer, could offer no 
explanation of his disappearance.

"Wad Nachla was the ecene of 
one piece of Spanish heroism 
which is worth recounting. Three 
armored automobiles were wused 
here to cover the retreat, and they 
remained belching their fire until 
all living Spanish soldiers were well 
on their way to Tetuan. The auto- 
mobiles were damaged so they 
could not continue their retreat. 
Long aftér the army had gone On 
its gvay, leaving the cars there, the 
soldiers inside continued to fire 
machine guns and rifles. 
were besieged inside for three days 
—fourteen of them—but they re- 
peatedly refused to surrender. 
éven when their ammunition 
reached rock bottom. On the third 
day a Moorish cannon was dragged 
to the top of the hill overlooking 
the river bank and three 
ploughed inte the top of the auto- 
mobiles. 

Out of the fourteen men, eight 
were killed, two severely wounded, 
and four exhausted soldiers, weak 
from hunger and thiret. surren- 
dered to the Rifians. This heroic 
episode was only typical of the 
large number with which the Span- 
ish ofdinary soldiers fight their 
heartrending, useless fight.

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REDISCOUNT RISE AWAITED 


Possibility of Federal Reserve Action Feared by 
Speculators; Two Courses Open 


A certain attitude of hesitancy is beginning to envelop the action 
of the large.users of credit in business and the security markets. After 
every publication of the Federal Reserve statements showing increases 


in the borrowings of member banks, 


the Federal Reserve Board is contemplating a warning to those specula- 
tively inclined. These interests are becoming obsessed with the idea 
that the board at any minute will shake an admonitory finger at them 

in the shape of a higher rediscount rate. | 


Credit has been avaliable at 
cheap prices for so long that «a 
tendency has developed to regard 
the supply as inexhaustible. The 
stock market boom his been pre- 
dicated substantially on the abund- 
ance of money at prices around 
8 per cent, and the large business 
enterprises have been able to 
finance improvements and exten- 
sions at a cost ranging from 6 to 
6% per cent. In a situation of 
this kind, there is always the dan- 
ger of excess cpeculation, and 
there are several indications that 
business is at least tinctured with 
this fever now. 


INFLATION POSSIBILITY 


Those who profess a knowled 
of this condition point to the 
strong level of commodity prices, 
particularly in foodstuffs, and the 
extensive participation of the pub- 
lic in the stock market. They al- 
ao fear that cerwu .noterests are 
inclined to epeculate in inventories 
of raw materials, and are able to 
finance such operations by the ease 
with which credit is obtainable at 
low prices. On the other side, it 
is also suggested that these opera- 
tions have taken their toll of the 
supply of money and credit to a 
greater extent than generally real- 


Considerable importance is at- 
tached to the movement of gold 
abroad. In Janua the exporta- 
tions amounted to shout $100,000.,- 


000, and last week, the borrowings 
of New York banks from the Fed- | 
eral reserve increased $45,000,000. 
to acoommodate the call-money 
market. This increase was at- 
tributed to the gold movement, and 
prompted yesterday a rise in the 
cali-money rate to 4% per cent. 

Whether the situation justifies 
the regtlato hand of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board is the lex- 
ing question that troubles the busi- 
ness community.

By un- 
loading these holdings, it has the 
power to withdraw such an amount 
of funds from the market that 
call and time-money rates will im- 
mediately signal a scarcity of 
funds. This operation ordinarily 
would warn speculators that the 
time had arrived to call a halt. 

Which of these two courses the 
board will adopt when and if it acts 
is diMicult to forecast, for its 
statements of policy and actua! 
operations have given no emphasis 
to either. It is possible, of course, 
that the rates in the open money 
market may advance to reflect a 


lessening of the supply of funds. 
If this ‘occurs, the reserve board 
has the option of adjusting its re- 
discount rate to conform to the 
market rate, or if it believes that | 
its secondary reserves of credit are 
still needed, it may maintain ex- 
isting rates. However, the board 
has said that rediscount rates 
should not be so low as to invite 
rediscounting by member banks.

RETRACTS TALE 


Says Poisoning Confession 
Was Fabrication 


Story Put Into Her Head. 
She Asserts 


Basis of Statement Laid to 
Suggestion 


Littie Thompson, 7-year- 
asmeryed polsoner of her two 
baby d@aters and her former 
guardien. yesterday presented a 
new problem to alienista when 
she denied in full her former 
story. Wier original story was be- 
Heved by #¢veral of the investiga- 
tors. 

The little girl made the retrac- 
tien. according to her attorney. 
Charlies B. Stewart, Jr. to him. 
Richard S. Kaplan. legal! alienist. 
and Dr. E. E. Latter, interne of 
the peychopethic war! of Genera! 
Hospital. She declared, Attorney 
Stewart wal that the “story had 
been put inte her head” and that 
she “just told i?” 

Questioning of the child fol- 
lowed a hearing before Judge 
Archbald in Juvenile Court at 
Which Mre. Claire Thompson, the 
mother, made formal application 
for the custody ef both Alsa and 
her other child. Maxine. 5. Since 
the publishing of the story of 
murder crédited to Alea, she has 
been in the custody of Mra. Jean 
McCracken, probation officer, and 
been in the care of 
the parents of her father. Ruseel! 
Thompson of Santa Ana. Hear- 
ing on the custody of Alea was 
continued one week and on the 
custody of Maxine until May 11. 

The change in the girl's testi- 
mony came after physicians and 
alienists had questioned her about 
the details of the murders she 
claimed to have committed and 
had arinecunced that her story ap- 
peared to be true. Through sev- 
eral Guestionings Alsa stuck with 
her fret version—that she had 
killed her sisters two years before 
with ground giass and her former 
guardian, Miss Nettie Steele, with 
rat polson—but, according to her 
attorneys, her latest story denies 
her former weird tale and biames 
@ woman for suggesting the things 
to her. 

Attorneys Stewart and Kaplan 
beth declared they beljeve the lat- 
est stery and that the former 
stories wndoubtedly were caused 
by fear and sugerestion.

Speaker Heard at Petroleum 
Marketers’ Dinner 

State and Federal governmental 

agencies are powerless to regulate 

or control the petroleum tmdustry, 

Or any other industry, under the 

Constitution of the United States as 


interpreted by the Supreme Court 
of the nation in a number of re- 
cent decisions, was the declaration 
of John H. Brennan, general toun- 
sel of the Barnedall Corporation. 
one of the leading producers of 
the country, at the annual dinner 


the iIndepesdent Petroleum 
Marketers’ Asrociation at the City 
Club last night. 


Repeate“ investigations of the 
oll industry by Federal and State 
commissions, misapprehension of 
the powers of t Federal Trade 
Commission and the exaggerated 
impression of governmental power 
caused by the World War were 
among the reasons advanced by 
Mr. rennan for the prevailing 
idea that industry is subject to 
interference by legislation. 

The recent creation by President 
Coolidge of a commission to confer 
with petroleum operators on the 
subject of petroleum conservation 
was cited by the speaker as an 
admission of the government's lack 
of power to réguiate the coaduct 
of a private business: The Presi- 
dent's letter creati the commis- 
sion was unusual) that it was 
not addressed to any legisiative 
or judicial agency at might be 
suppose. to have regulative pow- 
era, but to the four Cabinet mem- 
bers named on the commission, 
said Judge Brennan. 


PRESIDENT'S ACT 

The President's act was in ef- 
fect an invitation to the petro- 
leum industry to get together to 
work out its own problems, he said. 

“The Federal government has 
absolutely no power of police regu- 
lation,” asserted the speaker. “All 
such powers are vested in the gov- 
ernmments of the individual States. 
The Child Labor Act is an instance 
where this regulation was at- 
tempted, both girectly and indi- 


rectly, and failed because of the 
constitutional] inability of Congress. 
The Federa! e Commission has 


power to regulate interstate com- 
merce, but is absolutely powerless 
to interfere with anything else. 

“The States have the power of 
police regulation. but their con- 
trol over natural resources cannot 
interfere with the right of private 
ownership. This has been demon- 
strated in Oklahoma and in West 
Virginia where the Supreme Court 
has declared unconstitutional laws 
that would regulate the free exer- 
cise of property rights in natural 
resources after they are reduced to 
Private possession. 


STATES’ RIGHT 
“Btates have exercised the right 
of eminent domain in the attempt 
to control industry. But eminent 
domain, under the Constitution, is 
limited to the taking of private 
property for a just compensation, 
where the public welfare demands 
it. and the courts have decreed that 
any regulation which affects the 
conduct of a business is in 
effect the taking of that business, 
and therefore must be accompan- 
fed by the payment of a just com- 
pensation.” 

Other speakers of the evening 
were W. L. Standard, president of 
the association; H. 8. Botsford, and 
Philip Clover.

RILEY ASKS 
HIGHWAYS 
DISTRICTS 


State Controller Says 
Division is Solution to 
Road Problem 


California's highway lem 
will be solved by dividing the State 
into three highway districts and 
making the highway problems a 
local issue in each of these, State 
Controller Riley, who is in the city 
looking ever the business of his 
local office, declared yesterday. 

The controller also said he is 
opposed to any increase in the gas- 
Oline tax and suggested that the 
present 2-cent tax is sufficient and 
should be used for construction of 
new highways rather than for 
maintenance as is now the case. 
Upkeep of roads should be paid 
for by money from the general 
State fund appropriated for high- 
way use through a budget, he said. 

It is the controller's suggestion 
that trunk highways alone should 
be pald for and maintained by the 
State as a whole. 

The controller then would district 
California into three highway di- 
visions with a comnissioner serv- 
ing in each district in an aAvisory 
capacity without pay. In this man- 
ner each division would construct 
and maintain roads with taxes co)- 
lected in that district. 

Controller Riley said he is op- 
posed to increasing the gasoline 
tax as the people of the State al- 
ready are paying more than half 
of State money through direct tax- 
ation. Contrary to common belief 
the controller declared that cor- 
porations last year only paid ap- 
proximately $30,000,000 in taxes 
while direct taxation of the peo- 
ple amounted to $33,500,000.

INDUSTRY! WOOD SPEAKERS 


Lawyer States Government }State Officials Are Heard at 


Glendale Meetings 
Discusses Boys, Other 
Talks on Education 
Expected Verbal Fireworks 
Fail to Materialize 
Gov. Richardson and State 


Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion Will C. Wood headed ‘the lists 
of speakers at separate meetings 
in Glendale last night, and be- 
cause the two officials sometimes 
express themselves along divergent 
political lines it had been sug- 
gested that the unusual opportu- 
nity would kfford a fine setting for 
a display of verbal fireworks. The 
meeting, in this respect, failed to 
live up to the suggestion. Not 
a pinwheel or a, rocket was ex- 
ploded. 

Gov. Richardson appeared as 
principal speaker at the sixth an- 
nual Fathers and Sons’ Banquet 
of the Hi-Y Club, at the First 
Presbyterian Church. Supt. Wood 
held forth at the fifth monthly 
Open Forum of the Giendale 
Chamber of Commerce at a pro- 
gram presented by the Teachers’ 
Club of the Glendale High School 
the Broadway High Schoo! Au- 
ditorium. Neither mentioned the 
other. 

Gov. Richardson, in his talk, 
pleaded for a closer relation in 
the affairs of every-day life be- 
tween father and son. He cited 
a number of exantples of the in- 
timacy between himself and his 
two boys. 

Then, in continuing, he spoke at 
some length regarding the State 
Prisons, commenting on the grow- 
ing belief in the parole as a re- 
generative influence, and of the 
growth of the honor system in the 
road camps. 

Supt. Wood confined his re- 
marks solely to education and edu- 
cational systems. He averred’ that 
there was a great improvement in 
the school system of today over 
that of a generation ago. He held 
in fact, that the school system of 
today was the most successful in- 
stitution of modern society, having 
but little competition from either 
church or government. 

Increase in juvenile delinquency

“It was the automobile industry 
that put an end to unrestricted 
unionism in Detroit,” said Mr. Stair. 
“Mr. Ford was a leader in the 
movement and never has coun- 
tenanced unions in his plants. At 
this tirne unioniem exists in our 
city only to a limited extent. There 
are some unions in the building 
trades but not to a controlling ex- 
tent. Even the majority of the 
printers are nonunion men, be- 
tween forty and fifty of the lead- 
ing job printing establishments in 
the city being open shops.” 

The publisher added that in ad- 
dition to the fact that Detroit labor 
is largely nonunion, it is better 
paid than in any other city in the 
country. “In fact, labor gets better 
wages now than at any time when 
unionism prevailed,” he said, “no 
worker receiving less than $5 per 
day.’ Furthermore, Detroit facto- 
ries are not excelled by any in the 
country in equipment and provi- 
sions for the safety and comfort of 
the workers. The result is that the 
relations between employers and 
employed are ideal. The worker 
renders the best service of which 
he is capable, and the employer 
reciprocates by favoring his work- 
men as far as possible.”

Opposing Workers Talk 
Through Pilot Opening in 
High Sierras Project 


HUNTINGTON LAKE (Fresno 
county) Feb. 10.—At 9:35 tonight 
the outlet section of the Florence 
Lake Tunnel which is being bullt 
by the Southern California Edison 
Company in the High Sierras 100 
tmniles northeast of Fresno “holed 
through.” 

This leaves one more section to 
be completed which will bring to 
a finish the great $17,000,000 pro)- 
ect which mas commenced four 
and one-half years ago, in about 
a year and a halt ahead of the time 
scheduled for the work. Tomorrow 
night parties of newspaper men and 
magazine writers and the camera- 
men from the large weekly news 
serials will leave Los Angeles and 
Sen Francisco te be present at the 
final “holing through” which will 
occur In about a week or ten days. 

The strategy of the strange game 
of giant powder and dynamite that 
is going on under the highest 
mountains in this region gave the 
honor of the final biast on the low- 
er section to the crew working un- 
der Foreman Gilzean from the out- 
let end 

The blast at $:35 o'clock tonight 
blew a pilot hole through the thir- 
teen feet of granite that remained 
between the two opposing crewa, 
making a hole large enough to per- 
mit them to see each other and 
carry on a conversation. 

This proves once more that 
science and engineering skill have 
triumphed in bringing together 
two ends of aix and one-half mile 
hole through the heart of a moun- 
tain range within the width of « 
lead pencil. 

Interest now centers on the final 
finishing of the upper section. Two 
crews are working through hard 
gray granite and making an aver- 
age speed of thirty feet per day.

AIRPLANES 
TO WAR ON 
BOLL PEST 


Six Machines at Texas 
Field Equipped to Kill 
Cotton Worm at Need 


SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Feb. 
The Southern Aircraft Corpora- 
tion, operating Stinson Field, will 
have six specially equipped planes 
ready for dusting Southwest Texas 
cotton when the boll weevil makes 
his appearance this summer. ac- 
cording to W. H. Long, proprietor.

ing Analysis of the Town - 

Beautiful Place With Aspect 
of Strict Propriety 


Much That esate Besides 
Movie Industry 


Hollywood is like Gaul in being 
divided into three parta, and is 
manifestly as temperamental, gay, 
domestic and achieving. Thus 
writes The Nomad of the Boston 


Transcript. Continuing, he says: 
The three parts into which Hol- 
lywood is divided are as follows: 
(1.) The middle-class, moderate- 
priced everyday Hollywood, on the 
plain, consisting of thousands of 
small houses and bungalows—this 
being by far the largest part; (2.)

It provides for deportation of 
aliens convicted of offenses § for 
which they ere sentenced to im- 
prisonment for one year or more, 
or, with especial reference to pro- 
hibition law violations, to briefer 
terms aggregating eighteen morths

The bill covers all classes of 
aliens excludable under present 
law and broadens the ban on oth- 
ers.

Other gas retailed by the corpora- 
tion. 

President McGuire of the Board 
of Public Works stated that Mr. 
Fitch had gone to the supply de- 
pot several days ago to take sam- 


ples of this gas, but had been pre- 
veated from doing so. Thé board 
tnereupon conferred with a repre- 
sentative of the corporation gd 
garding the tests and was told that 
Mr. Fitch would be to 
take the samples the next time he 
appeared, according to Mr. Me- 
Guire. 

But when Mr. Fitch returned to 
the supply depot Le was again re- 
fused admifmnce, President Me- 
Guire said, and the attention of 
the City Prosecutor's office was 
called to the matter, resulting in 
the complaint. 

Julian asserted the corporation 
gave the city a report of Smith- 
Emory Company, chemists, certify- 
ing that the “lightning” gas con- 
tained nothing except petroleum 
products but when the city refused 
to accept the report the oil com- 
pany offered all the samples the 
city wanted. He intimated § the 
complaint is an attemre to force 
the company to disclose the se- 
cret formula of the gas. 

The city ordinance, under which 
the complaint was made, states 
that gasoline sold in Los Angeles 
must coatain only petroleum prod- 
uct _

Goodcell Makes 
Rules for Filing 
Income Returns 


A list of important rules to guide 
taxpayers im filing their income re- 
turns and in paying their income 
tax for 1924 has been made by Rez 
B. Goodeell, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, as follows: 

Use the correct form in making 
returns. Use Form 1040 A if your 
net income for 1924 was derived 
from wages and salary and was 
$5000 or less. Use Form 1040 if 
your net income for 1934 was over 
$6000, or, irrespective of amount, 
if it was derived from sources! 
other than wages and ; 

Print or type your name and 
address plainly at the head of 
your return. 

Be sure to sign the return, gtv- 
ing your co address in the 
space provided. 

Make oath as to the correctness 
eof your return before a Deputy 
Collector of Internal Revenue or a 
Notary Public or other officer hav- 
ing authority to administer oaths. 
If this affidavit is executed before 
a Deputy Collector there is ne 
charge for the service. 

Pin your check securely to the 
return and see that the check is 
signed. Payment must be at least 
one-fourth of the tax due. 

File your return early and make 
payment in full if possible. 

Make full explanation of deduc- 
tions in the space provided, stat- 
ing in full the names of the educa- 
tional, religious or charitable or- 
ganizations to which contributions 
are made. 

If your income was “earned in- 
come” he sure to take advantage 
of the 25 per cent credit allowed.

“Following the election,” Mr.
